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FOREWORD TO THIRD EDITION, ENLARGED 
AND REVISED 


This revision has the same aims as the 1927 edition on which the 
author had the cooperation of his colleagues, Professors George D. 
Strayer, N. L. Engelhardt, and Paul R. Mort. But it incorporates. 
many new sources and conveniences not found in the two previous 
editions. These improvements are the results of testing the materials 
in various Classes at Teachers College, and of bringing the entries 
up to May 15, 1931. 

Every edition has aimed to meet urgent needs of most graduate 
students in education. They wish to know the meaning of educational 
research, particularly the standards for a dissertation in their field. 
Specifically, many wish to know how to choose, define, outline, work 
out, and write up a problem, the whole to result in a satisfactory 
dissertation. They have many questions on general_and particular 
sources of data. Moreover, they wish these things presented clearly 
and succinctly with no excess verbiage. 

All these questions are covered in this pamphlet from the stand- 
point of educational administration, without undue duplication of 
other easily accessible treatments. The treatment given here will 
be equally valuable in many other fields. The portions dealing with 
sources of data will be helpful and time-saving in almost any field 
of educational research. 

For the revision, the author alone is responsible. But it would 
have been Parocsihle without the hearty codperation of many faculty 
members and students at Teachers College, as well as of educators, 
librarians, and publishers all over the country. In particular, he ia 
of necessity drawn heavily on the notes in the admirable bulletins 
of Professor W. S. Monroe and assistants at the University of Illinois. 
Also much help came from notes in the School Review, the Ele- 
mentary School Journal, the Journal of Educational Research and 
the bulletins of the Research Division of the National Education 
Association. The form of the materials and the time element do not 
admit of footnotes to show this indebtedness in each instance. It is 
here acknowledged as covering many items. 
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The work could never have been accomplished on time without the 
invaluable assistance of the author’s student assistant, Mr. Cecil W. 
Scott, and of his secretary, Miss Helen Thorp. 

Driving through a work of this magnitude in time to be of maximum 
use inevitably leaves variations in style of entries. Eliminating such 
variations would have required such meticulous editing and re-typing 
as to postpone publication for at least half a year. As it would not 
have increased the clearness or usefulness perceptibly, earlier publica- 
tion was preferred. ;

WITH SPECIFIC’ REFERENCE TO 
ADMINISTRATION 


Nature of Research in Educational Administration 


Research in educational administration seeks to discover, in the 
light of the purposes of education commonly acknowledged, the most 
efficient procedures in the organization, supervision, financing, and 
evaluation of the program of educational service. It results in the 
statement of principles or the description of procedures essential to 
the development of an efficient administration of schools. 

The research worker in this field employs the methods common 
to all fields of scientific inquiry. He arrives at the solution of his 
problems through reflective thinking. In some of the steps in his 
thinking he is assisted by more or less elaborate techniques. In others 
he relies solely upon the methods employed in everyday experience. 
In any case he inquires concerning the validity of any procedure which 
he proposes to use, accepting nothing solely upon the sanction of 
tradition or current practice. He tests the results obtained to de- 
termine whether they are consistent with all the facts pertinent to 
the administrative procedure or principle under investigation. He 
favors objective measures and is satisfied with nothing less than 
competent evidence. 

Among the fields in which the scientific worker in educational 
administration will institute inquiries are: 


1. The governmental control and arrangements for interpreting 
the desires of the community for education, involving the 
organization of public education in relation to national, state, 
and local governments and the financing of the program. 

2. The methods employed in enumerating those persons who are 
subject to the compulsory education law and of securing 
their regular attendance at school. 

3. The organization of schools and of classes with reference to 
the desires of the community for education, involving the 
physical condition, and in vocational outlook. 
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The development of curricula and of courses of study in the 
light of individual differences, and on the bases of common 
factors. 

The recruiting, assignment, supervision, and remuneration of 
the staff employed in the schools. 

The codperation of schools with other social agencies. 


The provision of buildings and equipment suitable for the 


program of education to be conducted in them. 
The conduct of the business affairs of the school system. 
Reporting to the public the results obtained. 


An excellent brief discussion of the nature of educational research 
and the reporting of educational research will be found in University 
of Illinois, Bureau of Educational Research Bulletin, No. 38, Jan- 
uary, 1928: ‘The Techniques of Educational Research, by W. S.

Standards for a Dissertation in Educational Administration 
I. THE PROBLEM 


1; 


Must be within the field of educational administration. Edu- 
cational administration is concerned with the activities in- 
volved in determining the educational programs of school 
systems and with the organization and procedure required 
to carry out such programs. See also page 4. 

Must be unsolved, so that its solution will be a ‘“‘contribution 
to education.” 

Must be real in the sense that its solution is a felt need and 
that it is capable of fairly definite solution based on adequate 
actual data. A research in educational administration should 
be like one of the Rockefeller Institute, an investigation to 
solve some particular problem. 

Must make a worthwhile or significant contribution to 
education: 

a. Discover additional facts or new practices. 

b. Substantiate questioned facts, theories, or practices. 

c. Perfect a previously discovered technique. 

Must be definite in that its conclusions may have real value. 
Must be sufficiently limited to permit of exhaustive treat- 
ment. 
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7. Must be of sufficient value to justify the effort and time 

employed in the research. 
II. THe Data 

1. Must be available in sufficient detail to warrant the study. 

2. Must be capable of isolation. 

3. Must be reliable enough to warrant basing conclusions upon 
them. : 

4. Must be as objective as the field of study permits. 

5. Must be comprehensive (include all types of data affecting 
the problem studied and sufficient in each field to be con- 
clusive). 

6. Must exclude the irrelevant. 

Ill. THe MetHop 

1. Must be consistent with the problem and data available; 

for example: 

a. Historical or descriptive. 

b. Experimental. 

c. Statistical. 

d. Field studies (evaluation of current practice). 

2. Must be accurate and scientific. 

3. Must show, in statistical investigations, a mastery of known 
statistical methods of value in the particular investigation. 

4. If the problem naturally calls for more than one type of 
treatment, must employ all treatments which will aid in 
its solution.

Must be arranged logically. 

Must be concisely and clearly stated, that is, readable by 
those to whom it is to be of value. 

Must be free from bias (presentation must not be colored 
to prove a preconceived solution). 

Must give proportionate emphasis to those elements which 
affect the solution of the problem. 

Must be complete enough to allow readers to evaluate data 
and methods used. 

Must show that the writer is thoroughly conversant with 
the work which has been done in the field and that the 
present study is in advance of that. 

Should be graphic where additional clearness is gained 
thereby. 
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V. THE CONCLUSIONS 
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Must be relevant to the problem. 

Must be justified by the data studied. 

May be positive or negative (but must be constructive). 
Should be stated in terms which show bearing on present 
or future practice. 

Must show that relevant conclusions from data presented 
have not been overlooked.

Must be in correct, clear English.

Choosing a Problem for a Dissertation 


The student in the courses for training superintendents is ex- 
pected to find his own problem. This is a test of his fitness for re- 
search in the field. He will, of course, be given every reasonable 
aid by the staff, but they will not formulate the problem for him. 

The following procedure is suggested by the staff in educational 
administration: 


Ie 


The student should first acquire the attitude of questioning 
every administrative procedure in education. He should ask 
what evidence there is supporting one practice as over against 
another. This attitude is most likely to be acquired if the 
student will do two things: 

a. Examine some of the scientific studies of the past twenty- 
five years which question many prejudices held by edu- 
cators and others attempting to influence educational 
administration. 


b. 
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Examples: 

Thorndike’s study which showed that male teachers 
have no influence over attendance of boys at high 
school. 

The New York study on the effect of the methods 
of distributing state aid to local school units. 

The debates in the North Central Association over 
size of classes compared with the investigations of 
Stevenson and others in this field. 

The studies on placing arithmetic first in the daily 
program. 

Look up some of the current discussions of admin- 
istrative problems in education, and see how much 
evidence is available or cited in support of the pro- 
cedures which are approved or advocated. 


Examples: 

The proposal of four years of training beyond the 
high school for elementary teachers. 

The single salary schedule. 

The actual effect of junior high schools on attend- 
ance. 

The homogeneous grouping of pupils to improve 
instruction. 

The platoon school versus one teacher to a class. 

The fiscal independence of school boards. 


2. Before attempting to choose or define his own problem, 
the student should know the researches in educational ad- 
ministration to the following extent: 


a. 


He should be able to list the most important fifty re- 
searches which give evidence on procedures or organ- 
ization in educational administration, and know why 
each is important and wherein it is not complete. 


. On each he should know whether the conclusions drawn 


are sound and whether they avoid over-interpretation. 
On each he should know by examination of data and 
techniques whether certain weaknesses have been avoided, 
such as the tendency of people having had a particular 
experience to reply to a questionnaire to the exclusion 
of those who have had a different experience. 


3. The student should then chart the issues which superin- 
tendents of schools must meet, list the kinds of knowledge 
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and the amounts of knowledge, and estimate the reliability 
of the knowledge available. 
If faithfully carried out, this procedure will give the student a 


number of problems from which to name his choice according to 
the standards given on pages 2 to 4. 


Defining the Problem for a Dissertation 


The recognition of the problem, which is the first step in research, 
develops into a good outline for ey eegeeoe of the research if 
handled as follows:

The statement of the problem is likely to be rather general 
at first. The student should feel no alarm on this account. 
The next steps are limitation and definition; in other words, 
narrowing of the field. 

Next will come consideration of methods of collecting and 

organizing relevant data: 

a. This involves a knowledge of sources of data and how 
to secure data. 

b. In particular, a decision as to the advisability of using a 
questionnaire should be made early. On this, see page 16. 

c. Suggestions for locating the general discussions, re- 
searches, and available data begin on page 8 of this 
pamphlet. 

From the interpretation of the facts collected will come 

certain conclusions. These hypotheses should be subjected 

to the severest criticism. 

After such work, the student is in a position to redefine 

his problem and to outline it for his major professor. 

a. The original definition and the early plans are often 
markedly changed as the student secures more knowl- 
edge. In particular, narrowing of the field almost in- 
evitably appears desirable. In some cases whole phases 
of the problem have to be discarded; sometimes the 
entire problem may be thrown away. 

b. Such changes are normal. They may occur even after the 
first outline has been approved by the major professor. 

c. Changes from the original plan should occasion no alarm 
so long as the student is clearly going ahead. They are 
decidedly dangerous if they result in grave indecisions on 
important matters or in a long-continued state of in- 
decision on minor items, both of which virtually amount 
to mental stagnation. 
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Outlining the Problem for the Dissertation Committee 


The headings, the sequence of headings, and the fullness of detail 
required in this outline are subject to variations determined by the 
specific problem chosen. 

The experience of the staff, however, indicates that the following 
heads, together with the use of complete statements wherever they 
are necessary to indicate the exact meaning intended, will meet the 
requirements of a one-page outline for nearly every problem:

Statement of the Problem—narrowed as much as possible at 
the time. This statement may be given with a title in topical 
or question form, followed by a more specific restatement, if 
it is desirable. 


. Purpose of the Study. 

. Sources of Data. 

. Proposed Methods of Securing Data. 

. Techniques to Be Used in Working Up Data. 

. Probable Values or Applications of the Findings. 


Writing the Dissertation 


The procedure invelves two distinct phases: those connected 
respectively with thought processes and those relating to correct 
mechanical form. 


I. THoucut Processes. These are connected with making the 


study and with reporting it effectively to others. 

For this phase the student will obtain much help from the 
University of Illinois, Bureau of Educational Research Bul- 
letin, No. 38, January, 1928: The Techniques of Educational 
Research, by W. S. Monroe and M. D. Engelhart. This bul- 
letin contains a great amount of the most useful material in 
the earlier bulletin, Reporting Educational Research, by 
Monroe and Johnston, published as University of Illinois, 
Bureau of Educational Research Bulletin, No. 25, May, 1925. 
The new material consists largely of a carefully selected bibli- 
ography on research techniques and procedures, and a number 
of references to reports of research that illustrate these tech- 
niques. The illustrated references have been organized to con- 
form to an analysis of research procedure. 

The book by Carter V. Good, How to Do Research in 
Education, published by Warwick and York, Inc., Baltimore, 
Md., 1928, will also be of much value. 
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Research and Thesis Writing, by John C. Almack, pub- 
lished by Houghton Mifflin Co., Boston, 1930, is a more recent, 
valuable book. 

II. Correct MECHANICAL Form. This phase covers all matters 
of correct mechanical form necessary to complete a manuscript 
for the university authorities and the printer. 

The requirements on such matters of mechanical form are 
arbitrarily determined by the institution granting the degree 
and by the printer. Teachers College, Columbia University, 
does not prescribe any definite form for presentation beyond 
the fact that there must be three typewritten copies with 
proper title pages. (Further information may be obtained 
from the Secretary of the Committee on Higher Degrees, 
Room 104, Main Building, Teachers College.) 

Suggestions for mechanical form in preparation and presen- 
tation of the manuscript are aptly considered in the following 
book:

Locating Source Materials 


The writer of a dissertation in educational administration is ex- 
pected to know what is in print on his problem, for two reasons: 

First, he often has to work up a phase of a problem rapidly. Unless 
he knows where to look for materials and how to locate them quickly, 
he will be seriously held back on his work or mired deep in details. 
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Such difficulties are especially likely to come when the student is out- 
lining a proposed treatment, when he is formulating a hypothesis, or 
when he is interpreting a tentative conclusion. A hint obtained in 
rapid reading in the right place may ultimately “make or break” a 
particular hypothesis or conclusion. 

Second, without knowledge of what is in print on the problem, the 
student cannot be sure of exhausting all fruitful sources of ideas or 
data, or of avoiding the duplication of studies previously made. He 
should be sure of the former if he wishes a creditable piece of work. He 
must avoid the latter; otherwise he cannot make an “original 
contribution.” 


In scouting for source material or in rapid surveys of a portion of © 
a field, it is obviously a great time-saver to locate the most recent 
bibliography on the topic as early as possible. This may be done thus: 


1. The particular bibliography may be among those in the list 
beginning on page 18 of this pamphlet. 
2. If not found there, it is most likely to be located in the bibli- 
ographies on education noted in the list beginning on page 24. 
3. If not located as suggested in 1 and 2, the next most likely 
sources are the periodical indexes listed in the section begin- 
ning on page 12.

In securing the mastery of source materials above indicated, the 
essential thing is to search for six kinds of publications, as follows: 

1. Books. — 

2. Publications of universities and other educational institutions, 
of the large private foundations for the advancement of edu- 
cation, and of city bureaus of educational research. 

. Public documents. 

. Periodical references. 
. Statistics.

The sources and the methods of research in these six sources are 
radically different and are substantially as follows: 


I. Booxs 


1. Every book owned by the library in which the student is work- 
ing will be listed by subject and author and frequently may 
be listed by title in the card catalogue of that library. 

2. Every book in print in the United States may be traced by 
subject, author, and title as follows: 
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Up to January 1, 1928: In the United States Catalogue; 
next edition scheduled for 1932. , 

From January, 1928, to date. In the Cumulative Book 
Index. The current number of this Index is issued every 
month. It is completely cumulated irregularly. Still more 
rarely it is cumulated to form a new Supplement to the United 


States Catalogue. The safest plan is to make sure of getting 
all supplements since the last full cumulation, and all items 


since the last supplement. 


Caution on 2——The foregoing on books in print applies only to publi- 
cations of regular trade publishers. Many valuable educational mono- 
graphs and bulletins are not listed here. They must be sought through 
the bibliographies and notes on Dissertations in the list beginning on 
page 18 and through the notes on Publications of Universities, etc., in 
the next section. 

Special note on 2.—The copies of the United States Catalogue and the 
Cumulative Book Index in the Teachers College Library are kept in the 
Catalogue Room on the fourth floor behind the stacks, and may be 
consulted freely, subject to the Library conditions. 


. The Library of Congress has been printing cards for its acces- 


sions of books copyrighted in the United States since July, 
1898, and for its other accessions, since January, 1901. These 
catalogue cards give information concerning the author, title, 
publisher, number of pages, and date of publication, of all 
books as they are copyrighted. | 

Before the catalogue cards are printed, proof sheets are 
struck off, each strip usually containing five titles. These 
proof sheets are sold in complete sets (every book in every 
field) at an annual subscription price of $30. These proof 
sheets are classified, and it is possible to obtain most of the 
titles relating to education by subscribing to the classes called 
‘Titles from the Office of Education” and “Education.” There 
are over two hundred strips of proof issued every year under 
these two headings. The price is 1% cents per strip. The 
corresponding cards would cost about 15 times as much, 
although they are, of course, in a much more usable form for 
filing, and are more durable. 

These Library of Congress catalogue cards and proof sheets 
are of value in that they make known every new publication 
in every field two or three months in advance of the United 
States Catalogue or the Cumulative Book Index.

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4. Books on Education printed in the United States since 1925 
are likely to be listed in School and Society. See Books, Edu- 
cational, Best, page 23. Those printed since January, 1929, 
are almost certain to be covered by the Education Index 
(which see). 


II. PUBLICATIONS OF UNIVERSITIES, EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS, 
AND PRIVATE FOUNDATIONS 


Educational institutions often publish educational bulletins 
on all kinds of topics. The foundations usually publish annual 
reports, and some of them publish volumes reporting their 
educational surveys. All such material may best be located 
by means of the Public Affairs Information Service entered 
under its own name on page 83. Much of this material up to 
1930 was noted in the United States Office of Education’s 
Record of Current Educational Publications (quarterly with 
annual index) but this record has since become selective 
rather than full, and its former place has been taken by the 
Education Index. 

Names of outstanding university and college series of pub- 
lications are listed in Locating Educational Information in 
Published Sources, by W. S. Monroe and Others, pp. 46-7. 
(University of Illinois, Bureau of Educational Research Bul- 
letin, No. 50, 1930.) The same reference, pp. 54-6, similarly 
lists publications of foundations and other private agencies. 
City bureaus of educational research are now listed in the 
annual directory of the United States Office of Education. 

Dissertations are especially likely to be overlooked because 
they are frequently published in an irregular manner by the 
authors. See notes under Dissertations in the list beginning 
on page 40.

U.S. Superintendent of Documents, Monthly 
Catalogue of United States Public Documents; 50 cents per 
year. The year runs from July to June, and for each yearly 
volume there is a subject and author index. Only the volumes 
since 1919 are needed, the earlier volumes being superseded 
by the Document Catalogue described in the preceding 
paragraph. 

For documents likely to be published by a particular federal 
department, the special index for that department may be 
advisable. Such departmental indexes may easily be located by 
the use of Mudge’s New Guide to Reference Books (section on 
Government Documents, subsection of Department Indexes). 


2. Of the States 

Prior to 1910. Bowker, R. R. State Publications. A Pro- 
visional List of the Official Publications of the Several States 
of the United States. Publishers’ Weekly, New York City, 
1910. 

Since 1910. A monthly Check List of current official pub- 
lications of the States, Territories, and Insular Possessions is 
issued by the Government Printer at Washington. An index is 
published annually. One can subscribe for $1.00 per year, and 
back numbers can be furnished from January, 1910. 

Since 1917. The Public Affairs Information Service described 
on page 83 will be found of great value, but it is not a complete 
list of state documents. 

Reece, E. J. State Documents for Libraries. “Univer of 
Illinois Bulletin, Vol. XII, No. 36, May, 1916. Very valuable 
as a guide to likely sources of. material in each state, with 
practical suggestions and information on how to secure the 
documents for each state. Although some of the material has 
now been superseded, much of it is still highly valuable in 
suggesting lines of research within each state. 

The Hasse Index listed on page 43 has a separate section on 
education for every state covered. 


IV. PERIODICAL REFERENCES 


1. Popular and Important General Periodicals 
Prior to 1907. Poole’s Index to Periodical Literature, which 
covers up to 1881 and the supplements which continue until 
1907. These list articles by subject only. 
1900-1928. The Readers’ Guide to Periodical Literature 
(which see) has issued cumulative annual and cumulative 
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permanent volumes. The last of the latter covers from Jan- 
uary, 1929, to June, 1930. 

For the Current Year. The Readers’ Guide to Periodical 
Literature with cumulations in February, April, July, October, 
the December number cumulated to form the annual yolume. 


. Special and Technical Periodicals, Including Many of the 


Educational Periodicals 

1907-1919. Supplement to Readers’ Guide, cumulated 
annually. 

1920 to Date. The Supplement has been changed to the 
International Index to Periodicals (which see), cumulated at 
irregular intervals, the last covering 1924-27. The annual 
cumulative volume will do for 1928. 

1929 to Date. The Education Index (which see). 


Cautions on Periodical References—TYo be sure of catching all im- 
portant references, it is highly advisable to use both types of index given 
in 1 and 2 above, for any given period. 

In addition, some periodicals likely to contain valuable data may not 
be indexed in either 1 or 2. Accordingly, one should look in the index 
used to make sure that all likely periodicals are covered by it. For a 
periodical not covered by either index, use the annual index of that 
periodical in its bound volumes. For example, the Research Bulletins of 
the National Education Association and the American Educational Digest 
were in no general index up to July, 1928, but they are covered by the 
Education Index (which see) from March, 1929, on. 


V. NOTES ON STATISTICS 


The research worker in educational administration is con- 
cerned with statistical data of three kinds: (1) Published data 
which are usually summaries only, or else exhaustive presenta- 
tions of studies of specific items. (2) Unpublished data, often 
those from which the printed statistics were derived. (3) Pri- 
mary data collected by the research worker himself. 


. Published Statistics. These usually represent the summaries of 


great masses of data from which they were derived and are 
often not published until two or more years after the data have 
been collected. For the research worker in educational admin- 
istration, the following are the most important: 

United States Office of Education Publications. The statis- 
tical data of the Bureau appeared in the annual reports of the 
Commissioner of Education until 1917, usually in Volume IT. 
Since then they have appeared in special bulletins or leaflets 
which may be located through the list of Government Publica- 
tions described on page 12 and the list of pub!cations entered 
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under the heading, United States Office of Education, in the 
section beginning on page 110. 

Statistical bulletins of the United States Office of Education 
have been classified, and placed under their respective head- 
ings throughout the bibliographical section of this pamphlet 
(e.g., City School Systems, Normal Schools, etc.) 

The chief disadvantage of these publications is that they are 
published so long after the year for which the data were col- 
lected. The leaflets are issued much more promptly than the 
other types of publications. The more important city statistics 
are often made available in various forms by the Research 
Bulletins of the National Education Association months before 
regular publication by the United States Office of Education. 
(See next paragraph.) 

National Education Association Research Bulletins. These 
bulletins are often exceedingly valuable for statistics of city 
school systems. Many of the data are secured from the United 
States Office of Education, as indicated in the preceding para- 
graph. But many of them are available only because of the 
extensive cooperative collection of data carried on by the 
National Education Association, particularly by the Depart- 
ment of Superintendence. 

United States Bureau of the Census has a number of pub- 
lications of value: 

The Statistical Abstract for each Decennial Census gives 
the essential statistics for the various governmental units. 
This has a supplement for each state, giving details for such 
minor divisions as cities. This supplement is obtainable sep- 
arately, or it will appear in the edition of the Abstract for the 
particular state. 

The volumes of the regular Decennial Census give the details 
of which the Statistical Abstract is an abridgment. 

The Financial Statistics of States (including minor civil 
divisions) forms an annual series beginning with 1915, with the 
exception of 1920. The numbers in the series are generally 
two or three years late; the 1928 final reports are the latest. 

The Financial Statistics of Cities Having a Population of 


Over 30,000 has appeared annually since 1903, except for - 


1914. The 1928 final reports are the latest to date. 

General Statistics of Cities Having a Population of Over 
30,000 was issued irregularly from 1909 through 1916. No 
later reports are now contemplated. 
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State Documents. The more important ones are the pub- 
lications of the state departments of education, particularly 
the regular annual or biennial reports, the state ‘blue books,” 
which contain many valuable statistics on various state activi- 
ties, and the publications of state officials, such as the state 
auditor, the state tax commission, the state industrial commis- 
sion, and the like. All these may be located through the sug- 
gestions under State Documents on page 12. 

Surveys.of school systems, state, city, and county. See item 
of Surveys in the list beginning on page 100. The data in these 
surveys are naturally gathered to give evidence on specific 
points. Where they are sufficiently recent, they afford one of 
the best and easiest sources of statistics for quick comparisons 
on similar items. 


World Almanac. Annual since 1868. For general educa- 
tional features, this is often valuable. The data are usually 
reliable and fairly well up to date, and sources are often given 
so that reliability can be checked. : 

Statesman’s Yearbook. Annual since 1864. A concise and 


reliable manual giving statistics on governments of the world; 
bibliography of selected statistical references for each country. 


. Unpublished Statistics. Many of the agencies publishing 


statistics have immense quantities of unpublished data which 
can easily be made available for one willing to go to the place 
where the data are filed. This is especially the case with the 
United States Office of Education, the United States Census 
Bureau, the Research Division of the National Education 
Association, and the various state departments of education 
and other offices. The Department of Superintendence of the 
National Education Association in particular has much valua- 
ble unpublished data on city school systems. 


The Division of Field Studies of the Institute of Educational 
Research at Teachers College, Columbia University, has large 
quantities of unpublished statistical data, the residue of the 
various surveys conducted by the organization. The nature 
and value of these data can easily be judged from the pub- 
lished surveys. 


Every private or individual study of educational statistical 
data is likely to leave the author with far more unpublished 
than published statistics. The unpublished data may often be 
secured from the author by special arrangements. 
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3. Primary Data Collected by the Research Worker Himself. The 


sources of such data not already covered in this pamphlet are: 

Field work and experimentation, for both of which sources 
will naturally be canvassed with major professor. 

Questionnaires. The student in educational administration 
is expected to avoid using a questionnaire unless it is the only 
possible way to secure necessary data. 

According to College regulations, no questionnaire can be 
sent out officially until it is approved by the Director of the 
School of Education, after being approved by the major pro- 
fessor. Educators in the field know this and will not answer 
unofficial questionnaires. 

Many city school systems will not pay attention to ques- 
tionnaires unless these are sent or approved by the Secretary 
of the Department of Superintendence at the National Educa- 
tion Association in Washington. Such systems refer inquirers 
to the Secretary.

Research students interested in cases, interpretations, and 
discussions of educational legislation may find a number of 
sources of information and reference in law libraries. 


. For Laws Now in Effect. Consult the index volume of Statutes 


of States and the United States, under such classifications as 
Education and School Legislation. Supplementary volumes 
issued to date give the legislation enacted since the publication 
of the last index. 


. For Specific Compilations of Statutes, and Discussions by In- 


dividuals, Concerning Educational Legislation. Consult the 
card catalogue of the law library, under (1) education, 
(2) author’s name, (3) classifications under specific states. 


. For Periodical Articles. Consult the Index to Legal Periodicals 


and Law Library Journal, which indexes all Anglo-Saxon 
periodicals, by subject and author, to date. Issued quarterly 
and cumulated regularly. 


. Case Digests. The American Digest gives important features 


of every law and case in the United States from the earliest 
time to the present date. The third decennial cumulation 
comprises all Digests through 1926. Monthly supplements 
bringing the Digests to date are cumulated regularly. Indexes 
are issued both for the decennial publication and for the sup- 
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plements, classifying by subject, and using key numbers for 
the various cases and laws. 

5. Selected Case Digests. The American Law Reports (formerly 
the Lawyers’ Reports Annotated) give digests of the most 
important cases and decisions to date. There are bound vol- 
umes two or three times a year. Indexed by subject, using key 
numbers for the specific cases and laws.

For exhaustive bibliographies: 


Up to 1901, the Catalogue of Books on Education in the Libraries of Columbia 
University, issued as Library Bulletin No. 2 of Columbia University in 1901, 
embraces more than 13,500 titles covering foreign countries and the United 
States. The material is not accessible by subject or title and can be found only 
through the general classifications or names of authors. 

From 1900 to 1906, the Educational Review Bibliographies include all the lead- 
ing magazines, special articles and books, published in April, 1900, 1901; June, 
1902, 1903, 1904, 1905; and September, 1906. 

From 1906 to 1913, the periodical indexes must be used as advised in a previous 
section. 

From 1900 to 1921, Bolton, F. E., A Selected Bibliography of Books and Mono- 
graphs on Education, published by the State Superintendent of Washington, 
1921, 103 pp. This is well classified but is mainly on other than administrative 
topics. 

Since 1913, the U. S. Office of Education has published a record of current edu- 
cational publications. For some years this was the most complete bibliography 
of education published in this country. It is a classified, annotated list, in- 
dexing books, reports, articles from periodicals and other sources, not only of 
this country but of foreign countries as well. There is a yearly index to the 
separates by which items in the former can be easily located. 

In recent years this bibliography has been far less complete and its place for 
covering the field has been taken by the Education Index. It is now a quar- 
terly, and the copy is supplied by specialists cooperating on a non-salary basis 
with the Office of Education, with the aim of pointing out only significant 
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Bibliographies, Educational— (Continued) 
items. Consequently the use of this record should always be supplemented by 
the methods indicated in the discussion of ScouTiInG and SECURING THE 
MASTERY OF MATERIALS, given on page 9. 

For Doctor’s dissertations and Master’s theses which have been accepted, see 
DISSERTATIONS. 

To insure that the search for bibliographies is exhaustive, two steps are advis- 
able. A check list of all likely sources should be made up from all the sugges- 
tions in this pamphlet and in the Monroe, Hamilton, and Smith item preceding 
in this section. Then these sources should be thoroughly combed.

Since the cataloguing is necessarily slow, the manu- 
script may be there before a card appears in the card catalogue of the 
Library. If the student knows that a certain thesis or dissertation has been 
accepted, he can either secure the typed copy on the second floor of the 
Library where all such material is kept, or have the attendants procure it 
for him from the Registrar. 


Dissertations Printed. 

All dissertations which are printed are available in the Teachers College 
Library the same as any other books. As many of them are published by 
the Bureau of Publications, Teachers College, consulting the Bureau’s list 
of the dissertations will save much energy.
